T here is af^ain a “general strike" on in Italy—as the cable 
despatches report. .\nd the reason for it is this; 

iJn several occasions in the .last, the police and the niili- 
tar>’ of Italy have ined their arms in a mast brutal manner. 
Tlie General Commit of the trades unions (“Ss-ndicales”) in luly 
pressed to answer this behavior of the authorities bj- a "general 
ttrike,” ami sent oat a referendum to the "central bodies’’ for that 


.purpose. 

The referendum of “centra! bodies" decided by a vote of^ 34 
agaitist 15 not tp have a “general strike.” Whereupon the entire Gen¬ 
eral Committee of the Italian syndicates (trades unions) resigned. 
So there is no doubt that tlie strike in luly is not a "general" strike. 
And this is not the strike we are going to discuss. 


The queerest strike reported from Italv is — a porliamentary 
strike of Socialists. The despatches from kome state that all the 
l^ialist deputies in the Italian parliament have resigned their teats 
because the Sonnino ministry has refused to accept their proposition 
forbidding the military ly'd the police the use of arms in case of 
strike.s. The proposition was. no doubt, fair and timely. 

But tve arc •»* a loss to comprehend the reason for tlie res.gnation 
of our. comrade.. The resignation of the Socialists docs not at all 
cripple the Italian parliament, since it can go on with its husiness 
without the Socialists. On the other hand iht Somiino ministry 
was dependent on Socialist votes for its existence, as we unch rsUnd. 
Therefore it would have been a much simpler way to vote against the 
ministry and thus bring about it. downfall—if not on this measure 
where the ministry had the support of all the reactionary elements, 
then on some other measure in the near future. 

We shall have to wait for further news to- understand this step. 

And for the enliglwenment of such of our rvaders, as are not ac¬ 
quainted with the Socialist^ situation in Italy, we will give a little 

account of the parties there. ~

In Italy, until of late, there were two great^^tions of the So¬ 
cialist party. One of these was the Reforinistsl^ by Turati, Pram- 
Mlini and fibsoUti, who believe in gradual and continuous progress. 
TT>e other was the so-called Ifevolutionary faction, led by Enrico 
Ferri, virtually also believing in the same thing and in a good many 
revolutionary phrases besides. 

At the last congress of the Italian Socialists in Bologna, in 1904. 
the revolutionary wing under the leadership of Enrico Ferri won out, 
chiefly through the help of the Syndicates, as the trades-unionists of 
Italy are called. Upon the urgent entreaties of Enrico Ferri, a reso¬ 
lution was then pas^, strictly forbidding any Italian Socianst deinity 
to vote for or with a bourgeios ministry. Turati, who disagreed, re- 
•igned his seat in the Italian parliament. 

Yet the ink was hardly dry on that resolution, when upon the .-e- 
quest of the same Enrico Ferri all tlie Italian Socialist deputies (Re- 
nirmists and Revolutionists) voted in support of the conservative 
Sonnino ministry,—directly in opt^sition to the -wording and the 
spirit of the Boioigna resolution. The Sotrialist members of the 
Italian Parliament were therefore severely condemned by the National' 
Exeentive Board of Italy, which contains 'four “revolutionary" Syndi¬ 
calists (trades unionists') amc^ its members. In fact the majority of 
the board had asked the deputies to resign their seats. This was the 
situation until abemt three or four weeks ago. 

'Then came the strikes.

To understand this ^ill better we must know that the revolu¬ 
tionary wing of the Socialist party in Italy, since the party conven¬ 
tion at Bologna, has undergone further "developments.” The Revolu- 
tioniats have split into the Intep-atists, led by Enrico Ferri, C^arobrini 
and Morgari, and the Syrtdieaitsts, led by Labriola.Mocchi andLeone. 

While the Integralists do not in any way, neither in principle nor- 
in tactics, differ now from the Reformists, except that they have 
different persons for theii'leaders—the Syndit^ists are the "real revo- 
lutionhry stuff.” It is true, the^ helped Ferri to down Turati in 
Bologna, but now they are using the same phrases that downed 
Turati and his crowd against Ferri and his followers. 

A good many of the "Syndicalists” do not believe in the ballot box 
at alL Others want to use the parKsment simfdy as a way to get 
"more resonance," that is, to sp^ more effectively to the pec^le. 
They bold to ^ strict wording of the platform that there is no point 
of interest in common between the bourgeois and the proletariat and 
that there can be none. Therefore they say parliamentarism which in 
itself meads conqwomise on eve^r measure before the house, is a snare 
and a delusion -to oooceal and weaken 'the class struggle. And they 
have reduced the class-conscious, uncompromising, revolutionary 
fbimula to—“direct action" so-called. 


And it is all very simple. The Syndicalists say, there is the bour¬ 
geois on t^ one hand and on the other hand_jhere is the proletariat 
•These two classes are in deadly combat All attempts to bridge over 
Ibcir differences are foedish or treasonable. Theie is o^y -one 
way to end the strug^ and that is by ciquopriating the expropriators. 
And the sooner that is done, the better. And therefore there can be 
only one actina, "the direct aeffon,” the general strike. All party basi¬ 
nets, as far at the proletariat is concerned, can have only the sole 
limning of pripanng for that "direct actkia,*' for the general strike. 
And die general ttrike will bring about Jhe catastrophe and the mille- 
nium. 

The queerest part of these Italian Syndicalists (trades union- 
Urta) is that their spokesmen, or abnost all of them, come from suotb- 
cm I&Iy 'where there are no trades unions, exo^ those which exist 
on paper only. And thm trades unions are exclusively represented 
by Huyen and school-teachers. 


As we remarked before^ fomr. of these Syndicalists are on the* 
Eseentive Board of the Italian SociaUst party. So we do not Itnow 
whether the pressure from that rids may not have had something to 
dp widi the rcsigfiatioa of all the Italian Sociahat m em bers of pv- 
lipment, .faOy as much pehaps as tbe refttsal of die Somiino 
olnistxy to accept a UU in rc^d to tbe use of the military in tune of 
mT icw i* 

- Until we learn more about the ntttter, we shall be a little sceptical 
in regard to tbe wisdam of this parliament^ strike. Especially as kmg 
as it was within the power of the deputies to brii% about tbe downhdl 
of the Somuno ministry on this or some other measure in the future.

ferred with the mayor and been as¬ 
sured tliat they might meet in an 
orderly way. After the meeting 
started a posse of fifteen policemen 
swoopcil down on the luckless par¬ 
ticipants and even women with chil¬ 
dren in their arms were knocked 
down with their clubs. Eleven mai 
were arrcstcrl, all cf whom save one 
had to be released because no case 
could be proved against them, and 
one was held for “resisting an offi¬ 
cer." There was no redress for 
them. “Justice” as represcntcil by 
the capitalistic cnstotlians and ad¬ 
ministrators of the law was a.s 
stony x)ld as the same sort of 
“justice” against which the disjxis- 
sessed classes luve had to contend 
in Russia. 

•All such cx|>criciices, such out¬ 
rages on jiersoual rights, are not 
improving the tenqier of the work¬ 
ing class, and capitalism is sowing 
the wind at a verx- grave time in the 
world’s history. At the very tinic 
when thoughtful students of social 
conditions arc lioping that tlie 
emancipation of the plunderetl low¬ 
er classes may achieve itself with¬ 
out bloodshed, capitalism, drunk 
with power, is loading it down wit' 
gratuitous wrongs, which may in 
time force a fearful and unreason¬ 
ing ■vengeance, much as wc nuy 
hope for the contrary. For lawless¬ 
ness always begets lawlessness. 

In 1688 a bill of rights was for 
the first time set up in England, a* 
a sliield for the workers against the 
shirkcrs-in-jxiwcr. In this rounlry 
nearly every state constitution 
starts out with a declaration of 
rights as its first article, nioilclcd 
after tlic Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. .-Vthongh Lalxir did not 
lyrite the.se decIarations.it is looking 
to the day when it will havo the 
chance to write many amendments 
to them. .And it will see that day, 
and that before long, provided the 
capitalist class does not pile on the 
last straw and provoke a recou’'re 
to passion beside which the French 
Revolution will seem mild indeed.
